GRAMMAR SGHOOL. 


This school, for the first two terms, one of ten weeks and the 
second of nine weeks, was under the care of Miss Susan C. East- 
man, who, with her ripe experience, succeeded in producing 
marked results. Her vigorous methods seemed to be just what 
were needed. 


The last term of fourteen weeks has been under the care of 
Miss F. Clark, whose management has been successful and _ satis- 
factory. 


The Board feel to congratulate the District on the decided 
improvement in this department during the year. 


MIDDLE SGHOOL. 


The first term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Myra 5. 
Warden, whose training admirably fitted her for the position. 


The second term of eight weeks was under the care of Miss

Jones.

PRIMARY SGHOOL. 


This school, for the three terms of ten, eight and fourteen 
weeks, respectively, has been taught by Miss E. A. Freese. 


She has special adaptation for this position, and the results 
were all that could be expected. 


The schools not having closed at the writing of this report, 
we are unable to give the usual table of statistics. 


It will be noticed that we have had more school this year 
than has been usual heretofore. 


The Primary School has been crowded. 


It is for the District to consider whether, in view of the rapid 
increase of population, the time has not arrived to provide for 
another department, which will relieve the Primary School, add a 
year’s study to the course, and give a better grading to the whole 
system. 


The Board this year adopted a course of study for the three 
Departments which has been satisfactory, and was printed for 
distribution. 


The teacher in the Grammar Department is made _ principal, 
which has operated to relieve the Board of many of the cares 
of the school, but we are decidedly of the opinion that a good 
male teacher should be placed at the head of the school. 


A slight additional appropriation would procure this, and 
would, in our judgment, be money well spent by rendering the 
schools more thorough, systematic and efficient.
